What Zero Means. 


The word zero is trom-the Spanish, 


and means empty, beuce nothing. 
It 


was first used on a thermometer in 
1707 
by a young Prussian named 


Gabric Fahrenheit, then but nineteen 
years of age. 
From a very small boy 


he bad been a close observer of nature, 
and in the year mentioned above, while 
experimenting by putting snow and 
salt together, found that it produced a 
degree of cold equal to the coldest day 
in the year. The young discoverer 
was struck with the coincidence of the 
little scientific discovery, and hastily 
concluded that he bad found the low- 
est degree of temperature known in 
the world, either natural or artificial. 


He called the degree "zero," and 


constructed a thermometer, or rude 
weather glass, with a scale graduated 
up from zero to boiling point, which 
he numbered 212, and the 
freezing 


point 
thirty-two, 
because, as 
he 


thought, mercury contracted the thirty- 
second of its volume on being cooled 
down from temperature of 
freezing 


water to zero, and expanded to the 
180th part on being heated from the 
freezing to the boiling point. Time 
showed that tbis^arrangement, instead 
of 
being 
truly 
scientific, was 
as 


arbitrary ai the division of the Bible 
into verses and chapters. 


Fahrenheit's thermometer became 


widely adopted before any one adopted 
a better scale, and those who now use 
it cling to it as Englishmen cling to 
their difficult and cumbersome frac- 
tional money. The three countries 
which use Fahrenheit's scale are Eng- 
land, Holland tiiid America. Russia 
and Germany use Baumer's, in which 
the bulling point is counted eighty 
above freezing, zero. France uses the 
Centigrade, so called because it marks 
the boiling point one hundred degrees 
from tlie freezing point.

Supposed to Ho it Woman ol Quality TTlia 


Oled 70(1 l>ar« 
Ago. 


Who was the beautiful woman whose 


petrified bust, w i t h arms nnd left bund, 
stands on a ptdestul iu an artist's studio 
in rilrasburg? Some workmen who were 
repairing tho old Church of St. Fides in 
Schelltstadt, in AKaee, found this bust in 
a tomb under the choir. 
This part of the 


church was built in 1004 by the grand- 
mother of the great Emperor Frederick 
Biirbarossii. It is known that these tombs 
contain the remains of members of the 
great families of tin- neighborhood, whose 
descendant kept these resting places of 
their am estors in repair down to the mid- 
dle of Um seventeenth century and some 
until now. This tomb that the workmen 
opened had been rebuilt in thu seventeenth 
century and was supposed to date Irorn 
that time. 
When it was opened, the re- 


mains of a wooden coC.in were found, and 
this wondertiil petrifaction of busfc and 
head, w i t h the features clear cut anil tin- 
wasted. About the head urn two br,nils of 
hair, the right arm lies across the breast, 
snd the left hand is perfectly preserved. 
The clothing is of the finest o u a l i t y , along 
linen chemise, linen umleielotliing and a 
woolen jaeket, with a cosily mantle, such 
as might have been worn by (ho lady ab- 
bess of a convent. 


The clothing and tho wny the hair is 


worn prove that this woman lived in the 
eleventh or twelfth century. 
She was 


evidently a woman of ( ( U t i l i t y , about 40 
years old, rtmjbctuc Duchess Adelbeid, the 
aunt of liarbarossti aud daughter of Ilil- 
dergarde von Kchwuben, \slio built the 
church. Tradition has ittliat Addheid died 
of the plague and was buried at Schlett- 
stndt. 
This woman undoubtedly died of 


a contagious disease, aud it is to this fact 
that her preservation is ascribed. 
When 


she was buried, mortar of sonio kind, or 
some preparation of lime, was poured over 
Iim-. which, «H it h,t>.<l,iuod, prowei-ved Uio 
face and bust. 
The face is of great beau- 


ty, the features clear cut and refined and 
the expression noble, ft migbt well bo the 
face of a woman who died as Adolheid is 
snid to have died—while nursing the 
plague stricken peasants of her neighbor- 
hood.—Springfield (Jlass.) Republican.

The present tariff oil roofing slate 
is 2"> per cent ad valorem, but the Wil- 
son tariff proposes to reduce this to 10 
par rent, a loss of lj per cent to those iu- 
terc- ted in this industry. 


Tnere are over $10,000,000 invested in 


the -,late trade, and there are over 6,000 
•woi UTS, who receive $2,250,000 annually 
in \\ages. A reduction of 15 per cent 
iu the tariff means a loss of $387,500 in 
then annual earnings, if indeed it does 
not mean tho entire closing of the Amer- 
ican quarries in favor of the Welsh slates 
thai wjll be able to come over as ballast, 
paying no freight, to swamp our mar- 
ked.
